condition, This assertion 16 not true in 
general, and from reports received daily 


trom across the line the American farmer 
to day has a much better market for his 
protuce than that enjoyed by the Cana- 
dian farmer. ? 

Comparisens between the condition of 
the farmers of Outario and those of New 
York state are now being made dy the 
eronto Globe's commissioners, Messrs. 
Atkinson and Cockin, who have been in- 
terviewing farmers in Orleans county and 
other rural districts in the neighboring 
state, The evidence they have collected 
shows that while thefarmers of Ontario 
have, asarule, better soil and live more 
economically than the New York farmers 
do, the latter make and save more money 
because, hot being excluded from the 
American, market they obtain better prices 
for what they raise. The only disadvan- 
tages under which the American farmers 
labor are those created by the policy of 
high taxation, waich has been ‘n operation 
in the United States longer than in Cana- 
da, and which our Tory rulers say must be 
continuea here. 

Those gentlemen have gone pretty thor- 
oughly through the State of New York | 
and adjoining state, ani much of the im 
formation received is from practical far- 
mers who are ina pusition to koow just 
how the tariffeffects tho farmers of that 
country and what the benefit would be to 
the farmers of this country if free trade 
betweon the two countries was adopted 
Mr. R. N, Tinkham, a retired farmer in 
the village of Barre Centre, New York, 
says with regards to annexation. 

“Candidly speaking. I think these two 
ought to tu come together.

Rumor also has it that the Czare- 
witch will revisit the Borlin court during 
the coming summer and that a conference 
is being arranged between the Czar and 
Emperor William, 

But notwithstanding all these rumors of 
pacific intentions which have certainly 
reached Russia, the Russian newspapers of 
pro-French opinions take special occasion 
now to recur to expressions of hos 
tility to Germany. For instance, 
The Novosti declares that war is an 
absolute necessity ond that the’ monarchs 
will prove powerless to avert it, Germany, 
it says, is going Reeslong towards events 
compared with which the war of 1870 will 
be as child's Piey. 

The King of Wurtemburg has left Borlin, 
haying been offended by an incident that 
occurred at the opera.

The lighthouses of the world are in round 


numbers 6,000, with about 250 lightships, 
Of these lights Europe has 3,300; North 


America, 1,320; Asia, 476; Oceanica, 319; | 
Africa, 21 th America, 169, and West; 
Indies, 106. © coasts of the United 


States are illuminated by 802 lights, dis- 
tributed, according to the Boston Globe, as 
follow Atlantic coast, 467 ; Gulf coast, 
79; Pacific coast, 38, and the northwestern 
Inkes, 218. Of there lights thirty-two aro 
displayed trom lightships, nearly all of 
which ore on the Atlantic coast. The moat 
famous lighthouse of which history gives 
any record was the lighthouse of Pharos, on 
the eastern end of the island of that name 
in the bay of Alexandria, It was began 
by Ptolemy Soter and was finished by his 
successor, Philadelphus. It is said to have 
been 400 fet high and to have cost 800 tal- 
ents, equivalent to $1,240,000. 

‘The oldest lighthouse in the world is at 
Corunna, Spain, It was built in the reign 
of the Emperor Trajan, and in 1634 was 
reconstructed, Baglend and France have 
towers erected by their Roman conquerors, 
which were used as lighthouses. Contrast- 
ing them with the light towers that have 
been built for the benefit of commerce we 
see that the art of building has lost nothing | 
with the lapse of time. The great improve- 
ment of the later towers over their prede- 
cessors is that the stones of each course 
now dovetailed together laterally and verti- 
cally, Formerly metal or wooden pins were 
used or dependence placed entirely in 
cement. The modern method was first 
used atthe Hanois Rock light, on Guernsey. 
On the upper face and at each end of one 
block are dovetailed projections, and on 
the under face, and at the other end, are 
dovetailed indentaeions, The upper and 
under dovetails fall into each other, and 
when the hydraulic cement is placed on the 
surface it s0 locks the dovetailing that the 
stones cannot be separated without break- 
ing. So, when the cement is set and hard- 
ened the whole of the base is literally one 
solid mass of granite.

The 
charges of disloyalty hinted againat the 
Liberals were red fa to make the people of 
the United States believe the country was 
ripe for annexation, 

It was perfectly true that there was a 
certain amount of unrest in the country, 
the party in power was responsible for 
this dissatisfaction, He deniod that the 
Liboral party advocated annexation. There 
Was not @ Liberal in the House ot Commons 
who had done ao. Tho policy of the Libor- 
ls was not revolutiouary in its tendencies. 
Tt was malignant,uotruthful and slanderous 
to accuse Lb of disloyalty. 

“I repudiate,” he » “thone attacks; I 
sporo them!” [Cheers and laughter.) 

He said that he kappened to be born in 
the United States, bnt he was of Scotch 
and English origin and was proud of the 
family to which he belonged. Under the 
laws of Britain he was, therefore, a British 
subject. As to his place of birth, it was 
matter with which ho had little to do.

The Clyde Leads in Shipplug. 

The largest steamers launched in the 
United Kingdom during the year 1892 wera 
the Campania, 12,500 tons gross; the Aus- 
tralia, 6,901 tons gross, and the Himalaya, 
6,898 tons gross; whilst the largeat sailing 
veusel was the Somali, of 3,537 tons gross, 
This is shown in a summary of Lloyd's p- 
building returns for the year, which gives 
important particulars, Exclusive of war+ 
ships, 681 vessels, of 1,109,950 tons gross, 
have been launched in the United Kingdom, 
the output of the year falling short of that 
of 1891 by about 21,000 tons. After deduct. 
ing shi pping destroyed the sales to foreign: 
ers, and adding purchases from foreigners, 
the net increase of United Kingdom ton- 
nage daring 1892 arpsars to amount to 
about 650,000 tons. f the principal ship- 
building districts the Clyde takes the lead 
with a total output of 200,852 tons, Mere 
than half the tonnage is, however, made up 
of sailing vessels, After the Clyde, and | 
surpassing it in the production of steam 
tonnage, comes the Tees ports and the 
Hartlepools (202,348 tons), the Wear (186,- 
440 tons) and the Tyne (181,508 tons), Bel- 
fast and Londonderry follow with 100,545 
tons.

Now, is it not strange that the Bible 
imagery is so inwrought from the fish- 
eries, when the Holy Land is, for the most 
part, an inland region? Only three lakes, 
two heside the one already mentioned, 
namely, the Dead Sea, where fish cannot 
live at all and as soon os they touch it 
they die, and the birds Swoop on their tiny 
carcases, and the third, the Pools of Hesh- 
bon, which are alternately fnll and one 
Only three rivers of the Yioly Land, Jab- 
bok, Kishon and Jordan. About all the 
fish now In the waters of the Holy Land are 
the perch, the carp, the bream, the min- 
now, the blenny, the barbel (so-called be- 
cause of the barb at its mouth), the chub, 
the dog-fish, none of them worth a Dela- 
ware shad,oran Adirondack trout. Well, 
the world’s geography has changed and the 
world's bill of fare has changed. Lake 
Galilee was larger and deeper and better 
stocked than now, and no doubt the rivers 
were deeper and the fisheries were of far 
more importance then than now. Besides 
that, there was the Mediterranean Sea only 
thirty-five miles away, and fish were salted 
or dried and brought inland, and so much 
of that article of food was sold in Jerusa- 
lem that a fish market gave the name to one 
of the gates of Jerusalem near by, and it 
was called the Fish Gate, The cities had 


great reservoirs, in which fish were kept 
alive and bred. ‘The Pool of Gibeon was a 
fish-pool. Isaiah and Solomon refer to 
pools, Large fish were kept alive and tie 
fast by ropes to a stake in these reservoirs,a 
ring haying beenrun through their gills, and 
that is the meaning of theScripture passage 
which says, “Canst thou put a hook into 
his nose or bore his jaw through with a 
thorn?” So important was the fish that 
the god Dagon, worshipped by the Philis- 
tines, was made half fish and half man, and 
that is the meaning of the Lord's indigna- 
tion, when in Ist Samuel, we read that thie 
Dagon, the fish-god, stood beside the ark of 
the Lord, and Dagon was by invisible hands 
dashed to pieces, because the Philistines 
had dared to make the fish a god. That 
explains the Scripture passage, ** The head 
of Dagon and both the palms of his hande 
were out off from the threshold; only the 
stump of Dagon was left tohim.” Now the 
stump of Dagon was the fish part, The 
top part, which was the figure of a man, 
was dashed t¢ pieces, and the Lord, by de- 
molishing everything but the stump or fish 
part of the idol, practically said, You may 
keep your fish, but know from the way I 
have demolished the rest of the idol that it 
is nothing divine. 

Layard and Wilkinaon found the fish an 
object of idolatry all through Assyria and 
Egypt. ‘Te Nile was full of fish, and that 
explai the horrors of the plague that 
slaughtered the finny tribe all up and down 
that river, which has Leen and is now the 
main artery of Kgypt's life. In Job you 
hear the plu of the spoar into the hip

Loxpon, Feb, 14.—Mr, Gladstone is in 
admirable form and looking forward with 
pleasure to the exertion of the day.

Mr, Fonter isa slight man in his 46th | 
year, weighing less than 140 pounds, with 
‘a einall, woll-shaped head covered with fine 
brown hair, not often cut but always well 
brushed, and a mustache and halt-pointed 
beard, and spectacles of a high power al- 
ways on his nose. 

He wore a black morning cont, stood up 
quite erect in his place and is very free and 
easy on his feot in addressing the Houny.

The cir- 
culation of money is, therefore. very 
small. If a farmer bas direct dealings 
with the agents for foreign markets, and 
is sufficiently prosperous to have a little 
surplus each year he may handle a little 
money, but general the trading at the 
seaports is literally trading. An Ice- 
lander barters a certain number of horses 
or sheep or rolls of dried fish or bales 
of hay for a supply of groceries

disposal (although the latter laughed at tho 
idea of needing them), and even condescoud- 
ed to avcompany hin. 

When Davidson was arrested he was at. 
tending to his dutiesin the freight yard, 
and waa busily engaged in taking the num- 
bers of the cats, His ast mishinent at being 
arrested was very great, 

Davidson was lodged in jail at Caiduo 
Juarez und kept there for 16 dys, during 
which time Detective Murray was gotting 
out the necessary papors and seeking ad- 
vice na to the best route home, 

Detective Murray states that the Mexi- 
can authorities afforded hin every courtesy 
and facility. 

After spending 16 days in Mexico Mur- 
ray and Dayidson proceeded to Vera Cruz 
and there took ship to Caba, the detectives 
being informed that he could there book for 
Jamaica, There ie no direct communica- 
tion, however, between Cuba aud Jainaica, 
wo that he was compelled to proceed to 
Port-au-Prince and then to Jaimpica, Whe 
voyage froin Jamaica to Southampton takes 
17 days, Brom Soutiampton to’ Quebec is 
about ten days, Thorefore Mr, Morray 
will reach home before the Halifax steamer 
which leaves on the 28th, and which takes 
ten days to make the trip. ; 

Davidson was anxious to know whether 
he would reach home in time to be tried at 
the Spring Assizes. He appears quite 
cheerful and chatted about Hamilton aud 
Burlington news with all the enthusiasm of 
4 man who hns been long from home. Ho 
speaks most feelingly of the kind treatment 
he has received at the hauds of Detective 
Murray, who will have some interesting 
stories to tell regarding the prisons in tho 
tropics when he gets home. Hv never went 
iuto the prison at Port-au-Prince, he said, 
without giving a couple of dollars to the 
poor prisoners who cried out for bread.

UNCLE RUFUS HATCH. 


He Is Now Operating in the Happy Hunt 
ing Grounds, 

New York, Feb, 24.—Rnfus Hatch, the | 
once famous Wall-street tnagnate, died yes- 
terday at his residence in Spuyten Duy- 
vil at 3 o'clock. | 

Mr. Hatzh was 62 years old. He retired 
from “the street” two years agoand had 


beon failing in heulth ever since, | 
The immediate cause of his dewth 
wos «complication of kidney, 


heart and liver troubles, which had cun- 
fined him to his room for sovoral weeks. 
Mrs Hatch and all the members of the 
family, except Mrs. Kimball, Gene 
living in California, were by the bedside, 

Uncle Rufus Hatch was born in Welles, 
Me. He nchieved a fortune in Chicago by 
bold operations in wheat, but lost it again 
at the close of the Crimean War. ‘Then he 
came to New York aud was prominent with 
the late Henry Keep, Governor Flowers’ 


brother-in-law, in the inanipulation 
of Chicago and North Western.

them. The material for it exudes from , 


their own bodies and is adorned with o 
colored fluid from the pores of their own 
neck, It is a most interesting thing to see 
these crustacean animals fashion their own 
home out of carbonate of lime and mem- 
brane. And all of this is a mighty lesson 
to those who are waiting for others to build 
their fortunes, when they ought to go to 
work, and, like the mollusks, build their 
own fortunes out of their own brain, out of 
their own sweat, out of their own indua- 
tries. Not a mollusk on all the beaches 
of all the seas would have a house of 
shell, ifit had not itself built one, Do 
not wait for others to shelter you or pros- 
per you. All the crustaceous creatures of 
the earth, from every flake of their cover- 
ing and from every ridge of thoir tiny 
castles on Atlantic and Pacific and Mediter- 
ranean coasts, say: “Help yourself.” 
Thoso people who are waiting for their 
father or rich old uncle to die and leave 
them a fortune are as silly as a mollusk 
would be to wait for some other mollusk 
to drop on ita shell equipment, It would 
kill the mollusk, as, in most cases it de- 
stroysaman. Not one person out of a 
hundred ever was strong enough to stand 
a large estate by inheritance dropped on 
him ina chunk. Have great expectations 
from only two persons—God ana yourself, 
Let the onycha of my text become your 
preceptor, 

But the more examine the shells, the 
more Iam impressed that God is a God of 
emotion, Many scoff at emotion, and seem 
to think that God is a God of cold geome- 
try and iron laws and eternal apathy and 
enthroned stoicism. No! No! The shells 
with overpowering emphasis, deny it. 
While law and order reign in the universe, 
you have but te see the lavishneas of color 
on the crustacea all shades of crimson from 
faintest blush to blood of battle-field, all 
shades of blue, all shades of green, all 
shades of all others from deepest black to 
whitest light, just called out on the shells 
with no more order than a mother premedi- 


tates or calculates how many kisses and 
hugs she shall give her babo waking up in 
the morning sunlight. Yes. My God is 
an emotional God, and he says: We 
have colors and let the sun paint all of 
them on the scroll of that shell, and we 
must have music, and here is a carol for the 
robin, and a psalm for man, and a doxology 
for the seraphim and a resurrection call for 
the archangel. Aye, he showed himself a 
God of sublime emotion when he flung hin- 
selfon this world in the personality of 
Christ to save it, without regard to the 
teara it would take, or the blocd it would 
exhaust, or the agonies it would crush ont, 
When I see the Louvres and the Luxem- 
bourgs and the Vaticans of Divine painting 
strewn along the cight thousand miles of 
coast, and I hear, in a forest, on « summer 
morning musical academics and Handel's 
societies of full orchestras, I say God ito 
God of emotion, and if ho observes: mathe- 
matics, it is mathematics seb to music, and 
his figures are written, not in white chalk 
on blackboards, but written by a finger of 
sunlight on walls of jasmin and trumpet- 
Creoper, 

In my study of the conchology of the

1t was discovered by a 
shepherd's dog having stained his mouth by 
breaking one of the sells, and tne purple 
aroused admiration, Costly purple! Six 
pounds of the purple liquor extracted fromm 
the shell-fishes was used to prepare 
one pound of wool, . Purple was also 
used on the pages of books, Bibles and 
prayer books appeared in purple vellum, 
which may still be found in some of the 
national libraries’ of Kurope, Plutarch 
speaks of some purple which kept its 
beauty for one hundred and ninety years. 
But, after # while, the purple became 
oasier to get, and that which had been a 
sign of imperial authority when worn in 


an Emperor, jealous of this appropriation 
of the purple, inade a law that anyone ex- 
cept royalty Wearing purple should be put 


. to death. Then, as if to punish the world 


for that outrage of exclusivencss, God obli- 
terated the color from the earth, as much 
as vo say, “If all cannot have it. none shall 
have it.” But, though God has deprived 
that race of that shell-fish which atforded

nents! These creatures of the sea have 
what roofa of enameled porcelain! ‘hey 
dwell under what pavilions, blue as the 
sky and fiery as a sunset and mysterious as 
an aurora! And am [ not right in leading 
you, for a few moments, through this 
mighty realm of God so neglected by human 
eyeand human footstep? It is said that 
tha harp and lute were invented from the 
fact that in Egypt, the Nile overflowed ita 
banks, and when the waters retreated, tor- 
tolses were left by the million on all the 
lands, and soon these tortoises died, and 
goon nothing was left but the cartilages 
and gristle of these creatures, which tight- 
éned under the heat into ausical strings 
that, when touched by the wind or the 
foot of man, vibrated, making sweotsounds, 
and so the world took the hint and fashion- 
ed the harp; and am I not right in trying 
to make music out of the shells, and lift- 
ing them asa harp, from which to thrum 
the jubilant praises of the Lord find the 
pathotic strains of human condolence ? 
But I find the climax of this concholo, 

of the Bible in the Pearl, which has this 
distinction aboye all other gems that it re- 
quires no human hand to bring out its 
beauties. Job speaks of it and its sheen is 
in Christ's sermon, and the Bible, which 
opens with the onycha of my text, closes 
with the pearl, Of such yaluo is this 
crustaceous product, I do not wonder that, 
for the exclusive right of fishing for it on 
the shores of Ceylon, a man paid the Eng- 
lish Government six hundred’ thousand dol- 
lars’ for one season, So exquisite is the 
pearl, I do not wonder that Pliny thought 
it was made out of a drop of dew, the 
creature rising to the surface to take it, 
and the chemistry of nature turning the 
liquid into a solid. You will see why the 
Bible makes so much of the pearl in its 
similitudes if you know how much it 
costs to get it, Bonts with divers sail out 
from the island of Ceylon, ten divers to 
each boat, Thirteen men guide and man- 
age the boat. Down into the dangerous 
depths, amid sharks that swirl around 
them, plunge the divers, while sixty thou- 
sand people anxiously gaze on, After 
three or four minutes’ absence from the 
air, the diver ascends, nine-tenths strangu- 
lated the blood rushing from ears and 
nostrils, and flinging his pearly treasure on 
the sand, falls into unconsciousness, Oh, 
itis an awful exposure and strain and 
peril to fish for pearls, and yet they do so, 
and is it not a wonder that to get that 
which the Bible calls the Pearl of Great 
Price, worth more than all other pearls put 
together, there should be so little anxiety, 
so little struggle, so littie enthusiasm. 
Would God that we wore all as wise as the 
merchunt-man Christ commended, ‘who,
